the 116th Regiment. 


Dr Ira N Barnes, the regimental sur- 


geon, and president of the 116th Illinois 
{egiment reunion association, is in re- 
3eipt of a letter from John E. Maddux, 
he last colonel of the regiment, who e 
iresent residence is at Wichita. Kans. 
le wrote the letter to be read at the re- 
inion held nt Oakland Park, but it came 
o hand too late 
In bis letter the Colonel says that he 


was prevented by infirmity and age to be 
jresent at the meeting, but although ab- 
lent in the body be was present in spirit 


* * He was proud to eay that the 


116th dared to follow where any man 
dared to lead. The Colonel goes on at 
some length to allude to the organization 
of the 116th and the injustice he says 
was done to him and the personal indig- 
nities offered to him 
* * Speaking of 


,he old colonel he Bays 
"Col N. W. 


Cupper was as good an officer and as ten- 
der hearted man as ever drew sword, and 
f he had lived would have been the rival 
of U 8 Grant and the president of the 
Jnited States " He speuke of the wound 
le leceived at Vioksburg, of his return 
iome, of his recovery, tf his return to the 
'ront and of his appointment as provost 
morshal on Morgan L Smith's staff at 
3ig Shanty 
He remained in that ca- 


mnty until the assault on Atlanta, July 
22, 'G4 when he was placed in command 
of the front line of the works with three 
regiments under him as apart of the first 
mgade 
He took eommand about 20 


minutes after the death of Gen McPher- 


The Rebels attacked in three lines 


of battle, but they repulsed until they at- 
,ached from the rear, and shot fromunder 
urn, and he had the choice of surrender 
or death, ihe Colonel and 84 men were 
jnsoners. After two months imprison- 
nent at Micon, Ga , the Colonel escaped, 
only to be recaptured by three men and 
three blood hounds He wus then placed 
n the work house at Charleston and 
subsequently exchanged with 240 others 
at Atlanta. He then took command of 
.he 116th as lieutenant colonel, and was 
n all subsequent battles and bkirrmshes. 
le (commanded a brigade in the Golds- 
raro battle, the last tight in which the 
,16th engaged. It was at Savannah, Ga , 
the writer says, that Major John S, Wind- 
sor preferred charges against him for m- 
competencj, because hia eyes were bad, 
as the result of wounds received at At- 
an'a. He was tried by a drum head 
court martial, of which Col Perry, of the 
:7th Ohio, was president 
He {was rec- 


ommended to be discharged but the order 
wns never enforced. The colonel adds 
hat he knew nothing of the order until 
he regiment arrived at Washington, 
when be was told of it by Gen John A 
jogan, who added tbat the colonel would 
je reinstated before the Bun went down 
the colonel was reinstated without loss 
f pay, the petition to the President being 
signed by Theo Jones, 2d Brigade, W. 
3 Hazen, 2d Division, John A Logan, 
~>th Army Corps, 0, O Howard, Depart- 
ment Commander, and U S Grant, (Jen- 
iral 


The colonel adds that he has written a 


)ook which fully sets forth the merito- 
IOUB deeds of the 116th, a copy of which 
IB will send free to every surviving widow 
of a soldier of the regiment.

TROUBLES IN THE WAY OF APPLY- 


ING RULES IN PALMISTRY 


Hard to Get the Subject to Say "I Am 


Like That"—What la Indicated by tile 
"Lino of Saturn"—Short Llttla Fingers, 
and Thumbs of Different Kinds 
I have been twenty years at the study 


of palmistry or chliognomy, and during 
that time have not been able to discover 
any philosophic reason for believing that 
the lines of the hand and its shape indi 
cate character 
The want of a connect- 


ing theory frequently causes me to lose 
all hope and belief in the investigation, 
but practice restores confidence No one 
can look at even a few hands every 
month for years together without being 
driven to the conclusion that they really 
do contain a guide to much that is to be 
found iu the nature of their owners 
Aa 


an actual fact, however, I find that the 
leading lines of the hand are never eccen- 
trically deformed, broken or deficient in 
persons who have not some gips or 
queer places in their characters to 
match. 


THE LINE OB1 SATURN 


If the lines are long, clear, red, gentlv 


curved, except the upright ones, few in 
number, and shown in a hand that has 
fingers with substantial tips and not too 
long roots, the best sort of nature may 
be looked for. In the case of persons of 
brilliant original talent and thought, the 
upright lino from the base of the palm 
toward the fingers Is never absent and 
ta sometimes repeated twice or even 
thrice 
It is called the "line of Saturn," 


und springs from many different places. 
In musicians, actors and some others it 
usually starts from below the little 
finger. When it is joined at the base to 
the curved line round the thumb an in- 
dependence of feeling out of proportion 
to the will strength or the pride of the 
rest of the character is to be expected. 
If the line called that of the head, which 
crosses the hand from above the thumb, 
usually turning down to tho pad below 
the little finger, be entirely separate 
from tho line that sunounds the thumb, 
tho \vholo character will bo modified, 
whether it be a good or bad one, by this 
separation 
A.S a rule that modification 


will tend to make the person seem moie 
clever when thinking out of his own 
head, but less able, however sympathetic 
and docile, to adopt the modes of getting 
at ideas by which his teachers achieve 
their success 


A short little finger often goes w ith 


a sweetness, a readiness to repent of evil 
and of anger, and sometimes even a 
cheerful abnegation. Both kinds are 
consistent with a permanence of nega- 
tive wishes, or, as it is usually called, 
obstinacy, as this is a quality capable of 
drawing strength from many sources A 
large ended thumb is very good in a 
good man, and helps him to fight the 
battle of life 
In a dull and selfish man 


it enables him to be extra oppressive at 
home, and to make his opinions of ranch 
more effect than their value warrants 
A thumb whose end ia large and its shaft 
poor, as though it were a door handle 
with a weak neck and could be twisted 
off the hand, is not an advantage 
This 


leads to many evils, and, though often 
found in a good man, gives a tendency 
to change the reasons for his good deeds 
or good opinions, even after ho has been 
emphatic in choosing or defending them 
Such change will usual y bo rather of 
the nature of a reversal than a drifting 
a«ay

A Big Crowd Out to See the First 


Car Started. 


Shouts and Hurrahs Down Uain Street. 


The Decatnr Electric Street Railway 


Company began operations at 1030 last 
night, when their first electric car came 
buzzing down North Main street to the 
New Deming hotel, laden to the steps 
with a shouting mass of humanity, caus- 
ing the crowds to collect at the street 
intersections as if a costly conflagration 
was in progress. Manager Martin, who 
was the first electric boomer in Decatur, 
did not intend to start the car last night 
until yesterday noon, and consequently 
ins force had to hustle to get the heavy 
oar out of the house. A temporary switch 
to get the car on the solid track had to 
be built, and considerable delay was 
occasioned in petting and fondling the 
weighty carriage before it got in the 
desired place where the trolley could get 
in its effective work. Several times the 
car got off tbe temporary switch, caused 
by the eagerness of the men who pushed 
it out of position. When the crow bar 
was used and the car was hitched along 
a few inches at a time, there were no 
more accidents. When the car landed on 
the solid flat rails, Manager Martin 
heaved a sigh of relief and the crowd 
sent up a deafening shout of satisfaction. 
The next thing was to put on the trolley, 
and doing this more time was lost while 
members of the press and other equally 
modest gentlemen shivered in the car 
waiting for the start. Finally the trolley 
touched the overhead wire, and the in- 
candescent lamps in the car responded 
instantly, this evidence of the perfection 
of the connections being the signal for 
another enthusiastic demonstration. Mr. 
James Norton, the electrician, first exam- 
ined the motor, and with proper caution, 
with the key in hand, went to the front 
platform and proceeded to apply the 
electric power to the motor. It did not 
respond at once and another examination 
of the motor became necessary. It took 
Mr. Norton but a few moments to dis- 
cover the cause, and the necessary remedy 
was applied. Then the car moved a few 
inches. 
More shouts. 
Another brief 


stop, another inspection, and Hurrah! 
Hurrah! the car moved to the curve, 
shooting lightning from the wheels and 
the trolley wire. On reaching the curve 
the car was vacated and it was moved 
back to the starting point. Then a freeh 
start was made and the car rounded the 
curve and started on its first trip on Main 
street to Lincoln Square. 
Mr. Norton 


was the moter-man in charge, and as the 
car moved along cautiously it quickly 
filled up by young and old men who rent 
the frosty air with their shouts, and rang 
all of the bells attached to the cur. 


The trip to the Square was a triumphant 


journey and the retnrn was equally suc- 
cessful. On reaching Cerro Gordo street 
it was decided to stop for the night, and 
all of the men went home satisfied with 
the first test of the new line. 


The REPUBLICAN reporter visited tho 


station and hid a chat with Manager 
Martin. He said: 
"This whole outfit 


has cost the company not less chan 855,- 
000, and it means something when capital- 
ists will invest such a large sum in Deca- 
tur. It means that they give "booming 
towns" the go-by, and prefer to invest in 
a city of steady, solid growth like Deea- 
tur. We have a splendid pair of engines 
as you see, a perfect dynamo, and here is 
a generator of 600 light power, to be run 
all night, and here is the place for another 
generator of 1000 light power. You will 
observe that the incandescent lights are 
of 313 candle power—not 16, in common 
use. When will I get the other cars in 
motion? Right away. The other motor 
trucks are coming on from Detroit, and 
ere long the Deoatnr Short Line will be 
in fall operation."
